Queen honours workers’ champion 


A YEOVIL recipient of an OBE in 
the Queen’s Birthday Honours at 
the weekend has been “humbled” 
at being awarded the prestigious 
title. 

Joe Conway - or more formally 
known as Patrick Joseph Conway 
- has been named as an Order of 
the British Empire in recognition 
of his services to industrial rela¬ 
tions and the community in 
Yeovil. 

Staunch Labour supporter Mr 
Conway is well-known within the 
area for his long association as a 
works convenor at the helicopter 
firm AgustaWestland - now 
known as Leonardo Helicopters. 

Mr Conway, who is also a coun¬ 
cillor on Yeovil Town Council, has 
received many messages of con¬ 
gratulations on social media. 


“This is just fantastic and 
thanks to everyone for their kind 
wishes,” he said. “I am humbled.” 

Earlier this year Mr Conway 
had a book printed which looks at 
life on the shop floor of the heli¬ 
copter factory which has been at 
the heart of Yeovil’s economy for 
decades. 

The book, entitled The Westland 
Zoo 1974 to 2016, A View From the 
Shop Floor, is priced £10 and every 
penny will be going to charity - the 
Yeovil Opportunity Group and the 
Blind Veterans UK organisation. 

“The book is not about my per¬ 
sonal life - thank goodness - but 
about life in the factory,” said Joe. 

“Those who have previewed the 
book says it’s a good read because 
it is basically about local interest 
and local people.” 


Mr Conway also received in 
February 2017 the Gold Medal - the 
highest award given to members of 
the Unite union - in recognition of 
his long service and representa¬ 
tion of workers in and out of the 
workplace. 

He was presented with the Gold 
Medal by Len McCluskey, the gen¬ 
eral secretary of Unite which is the 
biggest union in the UK. 

“Joe is the embodiment of what 
is decent about our union move¬ 
ment,” said Mr McCluskey at the 
time of the presentation. “He gave 
his employer a lifetime of service 
but combined this with a lifetime 
of dedication to his fellow workers 
and union members. 

“It is absolutely fitting that Joe

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Bosses urge Government 
to make business priority

WORRIED business leaders in 
South Somerset have highlighted 
the need for an urgent refocus on 
trade and the economy following 
the General Election result, say¬ 
ing there has been “too much talk 
and not enough action” in recent 
times. 

The election on June 8th re¬ 
sulted in a hung parliament, with 
the Conservatives being the 
largest party but unable to secure 
a majority government. 

Somerset Chamber’s chairman 
Greg Saunders said: “This is the 
outcome we least wanted or 
needed, with a hung parliament 
continuing the uncertainty that 
this country has faced over recent 
years. 


“What everyone needs now, par¬ 
ticularly the business community, 
is stability and clarity. 

“There are substantial chal¬ 
lenges facing the UK, not least the 
impending Brexit negotiations, 
and the politicians must quickly 
provide clarity on their direction 
and purpose. 

“While the immediate attention 
of the new administration 
must be on securing the 
best possible outcome for 
the country during the 
Brexit negotiations, there 
are also significant issues 
that must be addressed 
within the UK. The econ¬ 
omy needs to move back up 
the agenda, with im¬ 
provements to our 
road, rail and broad¬ 
band infrastructure 


- particularly here in Somerset 
and the South West - being funda¬ 
mental to future business growth. 

“There has been far too much 
talk and not enough action over 
recent years. The government 
must stabilise as quickly as possi¬ 
ble and move on from the election, 
then refocus immediately on the 
needs of business, our economy 
and the country as a whole.” 
Commenting on the next 
steps for the Chamber, 
chief executive, Dale Ed¬ 
wards, said: “The chamber 
will be reaching out to 
Somerset’s elected Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament over 
the next few days and we

Villagers call for halt 


RESIDENTS in Hawkchurch are calling for an 
immediate stop to the ‘industrialisation’ of the 
village. 

Hawkchurch has been inundated with plans 
for solar farms, diesel generators and an ‘en¬ 
ergy barn’ over the past few years and resi¬ 
dents are saying it’s time to stop preying on the 
village. 

Hawkchurch Action Group member David 


Huggins explained why residents are so angry 
about the latest diesel powered generator appli¬ 
cation in the village. 

Mr Huggins said: “It is not because we are 
against renewable energy. We understand the 
importance of that and we also understand the 
complications of intermittent supply. 

“But these plants are not in the least bit 
green. How is it that UK energy policy has re-

suited in the most polluting, inefficient and ex¬ 
pensive form of generation as back-up and then 
have them put directly into the rural country¬ 
side?! 

“And why is it fair that the parish of 
Hawkchurch, which sits just outside the Dorset 
AONB, should have to suffer such a concentra¬ 
tion of industrial facilities?” 

In recent years, Hawkchurch has become a 
magnet for solar parks, and now back-up sup¬ 
ply units, due to the capacity at the local sub¬ 
station and availability of cheap agricultural 
land. 

Mr Huggins described this as ‘deeply unfair’.

The area around Hawkchurch now has some 
100 acres of solar parks. There are an additional 
25 acres just across the border into Dorset and 
25 acres more just outside the parish near Ray¬ 
monds Hill. 

Mr Huggins added: “This many solar parks is 
the highest concentration in Devon. Thank¬ 
fully, we had one major success in the rejection 
of a large park at Sadborow [Thorncombe] in 
2016, which was to be situated in an area visible 
from the AONB. 

Last year, an application for a 20MW gas 
STOR facility at Stonebarrow close to the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed diesel facility was with¬ 
drawn following strong local objection, 
including from Lyme Regis action group Turn 
Lyme Green, who have once again encouraged 
their supporters to get involved and protest the 
planning application. 

Mr Huggins added: “Without doubt, all of this 
activity will have a massive cumulative effect 
on the beauty and tranquillity of the rural land¬ 
scape around Hawkchurch. 

“The Hawkchurch parish is close to the 
Dorset AONB and Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Site and the site of proposed diesel gener¬ 
ators is less than a mile from the Site of Special 
Scientific Interest encompassing Lamberts Cas¬ 
tle. 

“This cannot be the right place to site an ever 
increasing set of industrial plants. The indus¬ 
trialisation of the countryside really must 
stop!” 

This evening, June (20th), the CEO of Plutus 
Powergen will be giving a presentation at 
Hawkchurch Village Hall to Parish Council¬ 
lors. 

Mr Huggins finished: “The village will be 
there in strength to protest. The gas station ap¬ 
plication last year received over 350 objections 
on the EDDC website. Local people are up in 
arms.” 

Comments can be sent to the East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council website and the deadline for com¬ 
ments is Friday, June 23rd. 

Historic England 
starts pasty row 

LEADING charity Historic England has sparked 
a fresh baked row after claiming the Cornish 
pasty was invented - in DEVON. 

Spokesman Celia Richardson angered the 
Cornish community by comments she made 
during a new campaign launch last week. 

She was intending to highlight the things in¬ 
vented and pioneered in England which peo¬ 
ple may not have known about. 

Celia referenced research by Exeter historian 
Dr Todd Gray who discovered the earliest ever 
written mention of a pasty was in Devon from 
records dating back to 1509 and 1510. 

He also claimed the earliest record of a Cor¬ 
nish pasty was in a Devon recipe in 1746. 

But some experts hit back claiming cave 
drawings have been found in Cornwall show¬ 
ing pasties - and dating back to 8,000BC. 

That would be some 2,000 years before the 
invention of flour and 9,500 years before 
potatoes arrived in Europe. 

Celia Richardson said: "Debate and argu¬ 
ment are the meat and potatoes of history. 

"We want to know which parts of England 
people think have changed the world. 

"This was always going to bring out the 
country's competitive spirits - and nothing 
defines local character like food.

Extra money for 
Yeovil A&E dept 


SOUTH Somerset MP Marcus Fysh has wel¬ 
comed the announcement of further money 
from the Government's £100 million A&E fund 
being allocated to hospitals across the country, 
including Yeovil District Hospital. 

YDH will receive £225,000, meaning the hospi¬ 
tal will be able to prepare for winter early and be 
properly equipped to give the best care. 

That includes patients being assessed by a cli¬ 
nician when they arrive in A&E so they can ac¬ 
cess the best and most appropriate care for their 
needs. 

It will also mean that hospitals will be able to 
build GP practices within the A&E where those 
with less urgent needs can receive treatment, 
helping to alleviate pressure. 

Mr Fysh commented: "With increased demand 
our A&Es need some additional help and I'm de¬ 
lighted we are in line for this funding which will 
help Yeovil District Hospital to prepare well in ad¬ 
vance for winter. 

"This investment will speed up the way hospi¬ 
tals across the country assess and see patients 
so they can get the most appropriate and best 
quality medical care for their needs."

Devon PCC says civilian gun owners 
could help fight back in terror attack 


DEVON and Corn¬ 
wall Police and Crime 
Commissioner Alison 
Hernandez has once 
again found herself in 
hot water after sug¬ 
gesting that she 
would consider let¬ 
ting gun owners act 
during a terror at¬ 
tack. 

During a radio 
phone-in, Ms Her¬ 
nandez said she 
would “really be in¬ 
terested” in the idea. 


Her remarks were 
quickly shot down by 
the Deputy Chief Con¬ 
stable Paul Netherton 
who said it was a “def¬ 
initely an emphatic 
‘no’ ” that people 
should be arming 
themselves against 
such a threat. 

The force said 
armed civilians 
would risk being shot 
by officers. 

Conservative PCC 
Ms Hernandez has 


since said her com¬ 
ments on the radio 
phone in were “mis¬ 
interpreted”. 

The chair of the Po¬ 
lice Federation of 
England and Wales, 
Steve White, said the 
idea was “a recipe for 
disaster” and that 
“vigilantism” had no 
place in “the fight 
against terrorism”. 

Ms Hernandez’s 
comments were made 
as she responded to a 


caller who said she 
was an “ex-registered 
firearms dealer” and 
gun-owner living in 
Bude. 

She asked: “If there 
should ever be a ter¬ 
rorist attack close to 
the town centre... 
what happens if peo¬ 
ple like I and others 
try to defend them¬ 
selves using those 
guns?” 

Ms Hernandez 
replied: “This could 


be some of our solu¬ 
tion...” before being 
interrupted by pre¬ 
senter Laurence 
Reed, challenging her 
on whether she was 
advocating vigi¬ 
lantes. 

She responded: “I’m 
just saying... let’s offi¬ 
cially have a look at 
that and see what 
would be the implica¬ 
tions of it. 

“We work with busi¬ 
nesses to keep our 


communities safe. 

“I’d really be inter¬ 
ested in exploring that 
with the chief consta¬ 
ble. 

“If your community 
was coming under at¬ 
tack, people would do 
all sorts of things to 
try to save their com¬ 
munity without even 
thinking.” 


Local councils respond to Grenfell Tower fire 


FOLLOWING the shocking 
fire at Grenfell Tower in Lon¬ 
don last week. East Devon 
District Council has said 
that they are reviewing 
their fire safety arrange¬ 
ments for the properties 
they own. 

The high rise block of flats 
caught fire on Wednesday 
(June 14th), and the inferno 
is thought to have claimed 
the lives of more than 79 
people, with firefighters 
working tirelessly for days 
to put out the fire and 
search for any survivors. 

East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil does not own any high 
rise properties similar to 
Grenfell Tower but has said, 
that like any responsible 
landlords, they are review¬ 
ing their fire safety arrange¬ 
ments. 

A spokesperson for EDDC 
said: "We are deeply sad¬ 
dened and shocked over 
the terrible tower block fire 
disaster in London. 


"This dreadful disaster is a 
reminder that when it 
comes to fire risk, we need 
to remain constantly vigi¬ 
lant and to never become 
complacent, so we are con¬ 
stantly checking premises 
and fire evacuation proce¬ 
dures. 

"Compliance with all 
safety requirements is a pri¬ 
ority for us as a landlord, in¬ 
cluding fire safety, and we 
have Fire Risk Assessments 
(FRAs) and procedures in 
place to keep tenants safe. 

"We have a programme of 
undertaking FRAs, identify¬ 
ing any works needed and 
undertaking those, as well 
as ensuring that tenants 
know what safety proce¬ 
dures to follow in the event 
of a fire. 

"We review our Fire Risk 
Assessments annually and 
our staff are checking the 
fire escapes of our flats 
monthly. 

"While we have no tower 


blocks in our portfolio, we 
do have flats, community 
centres and communal 
stairs that require proper 
fire protection, signage, 
emergency lighting and fire 
alarms. 

"Our zero tolerance ap¬ 
proach to possessions and 
obstructions in communal 
areas has sometimes been 
controversial with tenants, 
but recent events show that 
this element of our fire pre¬ 
caution work needs to be 
rigorously enforced. 

"We provide all our homes 
with smoke alarms, carbon 
monoxide detectors and in 
many properties heat de¬ 
tectors, and regularly check 
that these are operating ef¬ 
fectively." 

East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil's Portfolio Holder for 
Sustainable Homes and 
Communities, Councillor 
Jill Elson, said: "We were 
saddened by the recent 
tragic fire in London and 


like all responsible land¬ 
lords we are reviewing our 
fire safety arrangements to 
ensure that our tenants re¬ 
main safe in their homes. 

"We treat fire safety as a 
priority and are constantly 
looking at how we can im¬ 
prove fire safety in our 
properties. We work closely 
with the Fire Service and 
value their advice and sup¬ 
port. I am sure that there 
will be lessons for all land¬ 
lords to learn following the 
London fire." 

Pulman's View contacted 
South Somerset District 
Council who confirmed 
that while they do not own 
any housing stock within 
the district, they do under¬ 
take housing inspections of 
properties where residents 
have expressed concerns 
over the living standards of 
the property, which falls 
under the remit of the dis¬ 
trict's Housing Standards 
Team.

Mr Moore, pictured, died 
peacefully on June 11 at Dorset 
County Hospital following a 
short illness. 

His funeral service will take 
place at Yeovil Crematorium on 
Friday (10am).

Although he was an ardent 
football fan and will always be 
remembered by supporters at 
Yeovil Town, he was also a 
much-loved husband, father, 
grandfather and friend to 
many.

Many people have taken to 
social media to pay tribute to 
Mr Moore. 

He had been a supporter 
since the 1940s and was among 
the crowd at the old sloping 
pitch of Huish when Yeovil 
Town achieved their greatest- 
ever FA Cup giant-killing scalp 
when they beat Sunderland in 
the fourth round in 1949. 

Mr Moore became secretary 
of the Glovers’ supporters’ club 
in 1963 and three years later he 
took on the role of treasurer 
within Yeovil Town FC. 

The Green & White Support¬ 
ers’ Club was formed in 1969 
and Mr Moore became a com¬ 
mittee member. 

It was that sort of thing 
which made him a popular fig¬ 
ure with supporters. Although 
he was part of the football club 
he was also just as much a fan 
of the football club - something 
which was at the core of his 
support of the Glovers.

Mr Moore was a super fan - 
he watched more than 1,000 
consecutive Yeovil Town 
matches home and away be¬ 
tween 1969 and 1990 and only 
missed three in around 40 
years. 

He stepped up from being a 
club director to chairman to re¬ 
place Gerry Lock in the diffi¬ 
cult times of the early to 
mid-1990s and worked miracles 
to keep Yeovil Town afloat - al¬ 
though a large slice of thanks 
should go to Neil Coates for that 
never-to-be-forgotten goal at 
Hereford United in the FA Cup 
to set up a lucrative third- 
round tie with Arsenal at Huish 
Park. 

Mr Moore was replaced as 
chairman by John Fry in 1996 
although he remained on the 
board until 2000 when Jon God- 
dard-Watts and Norman Hay¬ 
ward arrived on the scene. 

Mr Moore was highly 
thought of within football cir¬ 
cles and was a company direc¬ 
tor of the FA and a member of 
the FA Council. 

Arguably his proudest mo¬ 
ment came when he presented 
Yeovil Town’s then-skipper 
Terry Skiverton with the FA 
Trophy when the Glovers beat 
Stevenage Borough 2-0 in the 
final at Villa Park back in May 
2002 where it looked as if he was 
more excited and pleased about 
the triumph than the players.

Parents face child 
neglect allegations 


TWO parents are facing child 
neglect charges after their 
children were found with 
traces of cocaine, cannabis, 
diazepam and amphetamine 
in their systems. 

The two youngsters, who 
have been placed into foster 
care, both tested positive for 
cocaine ingestion and analy¬ 
sis of their hair revealed 
traces of cocaine. 

They were also found to be 
severely underweight and 
were suffering from speech 
and language development 


delays, allegedly attributed to 
their home environment. 

A 29-year-old woman and 
37-year-old man from Ilmin- 
ster, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, appeared be¬ 
fore Somerset magistrates in 
Yeovil. 

They were both charged 
that between February 1st, 
2015 and March 3rd, 2016, they 
wilfully assaulted, ill treated, 
neglected, abandoned or ex¬ 
posed the two children in a 
manner likely to cause them 
suffering or injury to health. 


Prosecutor Christine Hart 
said that when the two chil¬ 
dren were taken into care one 
of them weighed less than he 
did the previous year. 

Both defendants pleaded 
not guilty to the offences and 
the case was so serious that 
the magistrates said they 
should be sent to Taunton 
Crown Court to stand trial. 

They have been released on 
unconditional bail until July 
10th, when they were ordered 
to appear before a pre-trial 
hearing at Taunton.

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Brave Sebastian 
takes first steps 
towards new life 


A LITTLE boy born with half a heart 
has defied the odds to take his first 
steps. 

Sebastian Leader, aged 18 months, 
was born with an hypoplastic heart 
condition - a rare genetic disorder - 
which means only the right side of his 
heart works properly. 

The usually larger left side did not 
develop fully and the heart is unable to 
pump blood around the body effec¬ 
tively. 

Sebastian’s parents, Lauren Masters 
and George Leader, from Yeovil, 
filmed the moment he walked for the 
first time. 

Lauren said: “He’s taking quite a 
few steps, which is wonderful because 
his last operation knocked him back a 
little. 

“He had been on the verge of walk¬ 
ing before the operation but he went 
back to crawling after it. 

“It’s truly beautiful - something 
we’ll cherish for a very long time. 

"It’s one of those moments for any 
parent to cherish, and hopefully 
there’ll be very many more.” 

He has had to undergo three major 
operations and his family are bracing 
themselves for more hospital visits to 
complete a trio of open heart surgeries 
before he is five. 


Most healthy children take their 
first steps aged between nine and 12 
months. 

Sebastian has already started talk¬ 
ing and Lauren was hopeful he would 
continue to push through any setbacks 
he faces with a big smile on his face. 

Just a fortnight after he was born, 
Sebastian underwent an operation 
known as the Norwood Procedure, the 
first of a three-stage heart operation to 
create a new functional systemic cir¬ 
cuit in patients with his condition. 

Aged four months old, he had more 
surgery to strengthen his heart. 

But the most recent op was unsched¬ 
uled, to reverse an aortic collapse he 
suffered. 

The third part of his surgery will be 
completed when Sebastian is around 
five years old. 

However, the prospect of another 
procedure is looming, in order to in¬ 
sert a gastrostomy tube into his 
tummy to help him take on board es¬ 
sential nutrients during the night. 

Doctors were concerned about his 
lack of weight gain but needed to wait 
until his heart was strong enough. 

Lauren said: “They are assessing 
whether his heart is strong enough for 
the operation. As soon as it is, they’ll 
do it.”

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Wildlife site scoops award 

UNDERWAY Meade at Combe St Nicholas 
has received a Wessex Water Grid Commu¬ 
nity Award. 

Underway Meade is 3.4 hectares of open 
field and woodland, stream and pond 
which belongs to the Combe St Nicholas 
Parochial Trust. 

The trust manages Underway Meade as 
a parish amenity encouraging recreation 
and educational activities for the local 
community, as well as conserving it for 
wildlife. 

Steve Allen, of Wessex Water, visited the 
site and presented a cheque for £240 to help 
towards buying electric fencing for use on 
the part of the Meade known as the Mound. 

The Mound has been identified by a Som¬ 
erset Wildlife Trust survey to be a particu¬ 
larly species-rich area. 

To help keep it that way and to improve 
diversity of flora the Mound needs a low 
grazing regime, as it is far too steep to mow 
by machine. 

“The electric fencing will allow us to 
keep a small flock of sheep on the Mound 
for three to four months per year to keep 
the scrub down and to graze the grass, so 
we are delighted to receive this support 
from Wessex Water,” said Lynn Osborne, 
chairman of Combe St Nicholas Parochial 
Trust. 

The Grid Community Awards are now 
in their second year and provide funds for 
projects that will help the environment and 
wildlife on land where Wessex Water’s new 
infrastructure engineering works are. 

The Watermark Award provides funds 
for environmental projects within the Wes¬ 
sex Water area.

E-Class All-Terrain Edition 
The E-Class All-Terrain Estate 
comes with standard 4MATIC all¬ 
wheel-drive, a nine-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox and one efficient 


diesel engine, badged E 350 d. This 
3.0-litre turbocharged V6 generates 
258 hp and 620 Nm and emits 179 
g/km, while delivering combined 
fuel economy of up to 41.5 mpg. It 
has a top speed of 155 mph, and ac¬ 
celerates from 0 to 62 mph in just 
6.2 seconds. 

The All-Terrain Edition comes 
generously equipped as standard, 
with a Burmester surround sound 
system; Air Body Control air sus¬ 
pension; panoramic electric sun¬ 
roof; Comand Online with a 

12.3-inch infotainment display and 


12.3-inch cockpit display - creating 
a widescreen effect; memory pack¬ 
age, including electrically operated 
front seats; LED Intelligent Light 
System; Keyless-Go Comfort pack¬ 
age; privacy glass; split folding rear 
seats; 20-inch twin-spoke alloy 
wheels; and an electrically folding 
tow bar with a 13-pin adapter.

New edition of the 14 million unit best-seller 
charismatic Polo overcomes class boundaries 


WITH more than 14 million units 
sold, it is one of the world's most 
successful compact cars: the Polo. 
Now a completely new generation 
of the best-seller is launching. 
With an entirely new exterior de¬ 
sign, noticeably more spacious in¬ 
terior that has also been 
redesigned down to the last detail, 
new cockpit layout structured for 
the digital world, efficient TSI 
(petrol), TGI (natural gas) and 
TDI (diesel) enginesl/2 as well as 
an array of assistance systems 
which previously was only famil¬ 
iar in larger Volkswagen cars. Dr 
Herbert Diess, Chairman of the 
Board of Management for the 
Volkswagen brand: "The Polo is a 
young, fresh car. It combines 
charisma with strong technology. 
No other car offers so much space 
for its size. This makes our Polo 
the number one compact, and it 
will remain number one." 

Five equipment versions and 
three packages 

The Polo is launching in three 
familiar trim lines Trendline, 
Comfortline and Highline, and in 
the 'Beats' special edition with a 
sound system configured for con¬ 
temporary sound. Another ver¬ 
sion that appears from the start on 


the new car's life: the Polo GTI. 
Several packages are also being of¬ 
fered in the form of R-Line, Black 
and Style. All three have a lot to 
offer. Consider the R-Line: it 
makes the Polo even more dy¬ 
namic with such features as 16- 
inch alloy wheels ('Sebring'), a big, 
sporty front bumper and at the 
rear a diffuser with chrome trim 
and a roof spoiler. The Polo with 
an R-Line package also has wrap¬ 
around black sill trim strips 
which visually press the car down 
to the road. The R-Line package 
also upgrades the interior com¬ 
pletely - adding dynamism at a 
low additional price. 

Trendline 

Even the base version of the 
new Polo, the Trendline, is well 
equipped and has standard fea¬ 
tures such as LED daytime run¬ 
ning lights with coming-home 
and leaving-home functionality, a 
speed limiter and the Front Assist 
area monitoring system with City 
Emergency Braking and Pedes¬ 
trian Monitoring. These are all 
features that confirm safety does 
not allow for any compromises. 
On the Polo Trendline, power is 
transferred to the road via 14-inch 
wheels. The base price of the Polo 


Trendline is 12,975 euros in Ger¬ 
many - this represents a signifi¬ 
cant price advantage compared to 
the previous model when the 
price is adjusted for now standard 
options such as the rear doors and 
the area monitoring system that 
is included free-of-charge. 

Comfortline 

At the Comfortline trim level, 
additional details are added 
such as the Composition Colour 
infotainment system, air condi¬ 
tioning (Climatic), Driver Alert 
system, centre armrest, seat 
covers in knitted velvet, front 
and rear electric windows with 
one-touch control, and a multi¬ 
function steering wheel. Also 
standard: 15-inch wheels. 

Highline 

Customers who choose the 
Highline also get Park Distance 
Control (PDC), white LED back¬ 
ground lighting (front doors and 
instrument panel), multifunction 
steering wheel in combination 
with leather-trimmed gear shift 
lever and brake lever ('small 
leather package') and 15-inch 
alloy wheels ('Salou'). 

Beats 

A new edition of the successful 
Polo Beats has been designed, 


which targets younger customer 
groups. It has a 300-watt sound 
system by legendary US head¬ 
phone producer Beats (Dr. Dre) as 
well as a host of other features. 
Exterior features include 16-inch 
alloy wheels, black painted exte¬ 
rior mirror housings, decorative 
decals on the bonnet and roof and 
'Beats' badging on the B-pillars. 
Inside, the 'Beats' model is cus¬ 
tomised with such features as a 
dashpad painted in 'Velvet Red', 
sport seats with specially de¬ 
signed covers and 'Beats' logo, the 
'small leather package' and spe¬ 
cial sill panel trims. The sound 
system can be ordered as an op¬ 
tion in other models. 

GTI 

Rounding out the model range 
at the top, as already noted, is the 
new Polo GTI. This sporty top 
model will now be powered by a 
2.0-litre TSI with an output of 147 
kW / 200 PS (previous model: 1.8 
TSI with 141 kW / 192 PS). Match¬ 
ing the engine’s high output are 
the standard sport chassis and the 
optional Sport Select chassis. At 
the front, this most powerful Polo 
stands out by virtue of such fea¬ 
tures as a specially designed 
bumper with integrated spoiler 


lip and fog lights as standard. 
Typical GTI insignia at the front 
include the red stripe on the radi¬ 
ator grille, honeycomb air vent 
screens and, of course, the GTI 
badge. An exclusive feature of¬ 
fered in the GTI: optional LED 
headlights with a red winglet; 
stylistically they are extensions of 
the red stripe of the radiator 
grille. At the rear, the Polo GTI
